WASHINGTON, Jan, 26.—(/) 
President Roosevelt, demanding a 
federal ballot for the armed 
forces, today branded an alterna- 
tive state ballot plan as a fraud, 
and a Republican senator quickly 
rapped back that the President is 
trying to corral the soldier vote 
for a fourth term. 

The Roosevelt message to con- 
gress raised the controversy to 
fever heat. The “fourth term” 
charge was made by Senator Taft. 
Republican, Ohio, who asserted 
the administration hopes to line 
up 10,000,000 American soldiers at 
the polls “in much the same man- 
ner we used to see WPA workers 
lined up at the polls.” 

Senator Lucas, Democrat, IlL- 
nois, an &dministration supporter, 
retorted that the “whole trend” of 
Taft's speech “is one of fear of 
what the soldiers will do.” 

Lucas said the President spoke 
for the armed services and for 
“millions of mothers and fathers 
whose sons are in the armed 
forces.” 

“These people are demanding,” 
he declared, “that no obstacle or 
politics obstruct the opportunity 
of our armed forces in casting 
their ballots.” 

PRESIDENT'S POSITION 

The President took the position 
that the state ballot law presented 
so many difficulties that most 
members of the armed forces 
would be unable to vote.

BUENOS AIRES, Jan. 26—()— 
Argentina junked her zealously 
guarded, traditional policy of neu- 


trality today, breaking relations 
with Germany and Japan in a sud- 
den diplomatic reversal that 
snapped the Axis’ last formal ties 
with the American continents. 

The reason for the action, 
official communique said, was dis- 
covery of an extensive espionage 
network tracing directly to the 
German wand Japanese diplomats 
operating under cover of their le- 
gal immunity. 

President General Pedro Pablo | 
Ramirez, in a broadcast over a na- 
tional radio hookup a short time 
after signing the decree, declared: 

“In the face of the seriousness 
of the facts that (the espionage) 
is injuring Argentine feeling, it is 
inadmissible to allow the presence 
among us of diplomatic representa-

Soviet Rejects U.S. Offer 
To Aid in Polish Dispute

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—(4)—Soviet Russia politely but firmly 
rejected today an offer by the United States to try to get Moscow 
and the Polish government-in-exile at London on speaking terms 
again. 

The Russians do not feel, 
reply said, that the situation has 
yet ripened to a point where the 
good offices of the United States 
could be used to advantage.

Right after the war, these people will have money to buy 
the new things that come on the market. Nearly everybody you 
know is saving for some particular purchase—a new home, a new 
car, a new set of furniture. When the war is over and those

Early Invasion, Fall of Nazis 


Predicted by Robert St. J ohn 


By HARRY LEE. 

The invasion of 
coast will come within the next 
60 days. 

This is one of the predictions 
of Robert St. John, foreign corre- 
spondent and network commenta- 
tor, whose predictions for 1943, 
carried in a national magazine, 
ran up a 90 per cent record for 
accuracy. 

St. John, who lectured last night 
at the Erlanger theater under the 
auspices of the Atlanta Junior 
League, added he believed the war 
in Europe would be over by 
Christmas but the final defeat of 
the Jap would be much longer in 
arriving. 

His opinions are based, St. John 
said, on information available to 
everyone, background knowledge 
gained during months spent in the 
European war zones and “special 
resources.” whosé nature he could 
not divulge. 

For instance, though, he told of 
anew gun, now in the experi- 
mental stage in this country, 
which will make its appearance 
in the hands of American soldiers 
and revolutionize land fighting, he 
was unable to divulge the source 
of this information for “reasons 
of military secrecy.” 

ARRIVES IN ATLANTA 


St. John, with his wife, arrived 
in Atlanta to be greeted at the 
Biltmore hotel by officers of the 
league sponsoring his lecture. 
Wearing a dark gray double- 
breasted suit and carrying a port- 
a‘le typewriter plastered with 
labels of the foreign lands he has 
visited in his search for news, 
St. John amicably explained the 
beard which has become his trade- 
mark. 

“The beard—oh, yes! Well, 
when I left my job as AP city 
editor in New York and went up 
to a farm we'd bought in New 


‘Hampshire, the beard was the re- 


sult,” he said. “As it’s turned out, 
it’s been something of a help. One 
time I walked into King Carol’s 
palace in Rumania with a diplo- 
matic committee and it never oc- 


curred to anyone I didn’t belong 


with them. Then, if’s convenient 
when you come to a strange city, 
like this, and are met by strange 
ladies. It takes the place, as it 
were, of the red carnation.” 

Arriving in Europe just before 
the outbreak of World War II, St. 
John found himself and his wife 
stranded in Paris with little 
money in a field crowded with 
renowned correspondents, 
RUMANIA BOUND 

“We thought we might find 
some other place where the com- 
petition wasn’t quite so fierce,” 
he said. “Rumania seemed like 
a good spot. Even if the war 
didn’t break, as a friend of mine 
had predicted, Rumania was a 
good beat. 

“We stood 48 hours in the cor- 
ridor of a train making the jour- 
ney. No chance even to get a 
drink of water or a sandwich. 
When we arrived in Budapest, I 
went over to the AP office to find 
someone who could at least help 
me find a place to stay. I found 
the place a mad house. War had 
been declared while we were 
crossing, Europe.” 

St. John’s appearance in Atlanta 
forms the second of a series of 
three lectures sponsored by the 
Junior League, the proceeds to go 
to local welfare projects and char- 
ities. The final lecture will bring 
to Atlanta another famous corre- 
spondent, H. H. Knickerbocker, 
war correspondent for the Chi- 
cago Sun. 

Other St. John predictions are: 
Most of Germany’s little allies will 
be out of the fight by Christmas; 
revolution will sweep Europe after 
the war; the Japs will suffer ca- 
tastrophic losses; the Burma front 
will be opened, and gas will be 
used as a last resort by Japan and 
Germany.

The university’s dairy depart- 
ment was descri by Merrill 
Maughan, of the American Dry 
Milk Institute, Chicago, as one of 
the best he has seen. 

Methods for preventing waste of 
milk at dairies and processing 
plants were discussed at yester- 
day’s meeting.

Hoof Beats of 
The Man on Horseback! 


Speaker Sam Rayburn, one of the nation’s 
most respected public men, spoke to the United 
States Conference of Mayors last week in 
Chicago. 

He spoke plainly, as is his custom. He said this: 


“If we allow the specter of depression to rise once more, then 
the people will eventually turn again to a strong centralized gov- 
ernment. We might as well face it; that is what they will demand. 
It may be five years from now; it may be 10 years hence, but it 
will happen. 


“What then? Will the American people be so fortunate to find 
another man as great, as democratic-minded, as Franklin D. Roose- 
velt to lead them through the crisis? Or will the ‘man on the horse,’ 
the ‘man with the iron fist,’ seize control?” 


Now, Speaker Rayburn is a conservative. In fact, he is a very 
conservative man in thought and deed. Yet he is fair and honest, 
unusually conscientious, and it is these qualities which has earned 
him the respect of the congress. 


What he said about our own depression and Mr. Roosevelt's 
part in it was true. Even the bitterest opponent of Mr. Roosevelt 
must admit that in the dark days of 1933-34 any strong man could 
a taken almost any course and have had the support of the 
people. 


I seriously believe that when history writes its decision on 
Franklin D. Roosevelt it will write him down as more of a con- 
servative than a radical. During that period of depression not a 
single American right or privilege was taken away; not a single 
American institution destroyed.

Frank Kent, writing for the Baltimore Sun and a number of 
subscriber papers, points out that Mr. Dewey may have difficulty 
escaping his pledge to serve out his full term as Governor of 
New York, 

_ This, I doubt. Dewey left the way open to be drafted, just as 
did Calvin Coolidge when he coyly said, “I do not choose to run.” 
Great was the chagrin of Coolidge when his party took him at his 
word. Mr, Dewey simply said he was not a candidate. 

There has been only one Republican who closed the door. This 
was the late William Tecumseh Sherman, who did not believe gen- 
erals made good presidents or were good for the nation. He said, 
“If nominated I will not accept, if elected I will not serve.” 


There is a growing feeling, said also to be growing in Mr. 
Dewey’s mind, that the Republicans have a chance to win this year. 


It is obvious that if Mr. Roosevelt does not run the party will 
be defeated. Even those who do not care for a fourth term see 
that very clearly. 


I do not believe Mr. Roosevelt has made up his mind. When 
he does make it up I think there will be just two factors in the 
room, Mr. Roosevelt and his conception of his duty. 


THE PEOPLE One sees already that the Republicans are not 

too comfortable. The trend is their way if we 
are to take, as we must, the recent election results, It is quite 
possible the Republicans will win. 


Yet, they are uncomfortable. With the help of some southern 
senators they defeated the soldier's vote bill. The Republicans 
began to talk about state’s rights. 


Then they heard from the soldiers. They wanted to vote. The 
Republican leaders suddenly found they were on an unpopular side 
and began to back-track, There will be a soldier's bill even though 
some southern senators still are trying to amend it into a farce. 


There was, and is, the matter of food subsidies. The Repub- 
licans killed them only to find that the American housewife wasn’t 
so concerned with the Republican vocabulary of four or five words, 
such as “bureaucracy,” regimentation,” but definitely was con- 
cerned with the high costs of food.

Some More Thoughts 
On Fourth War Loan 


All right, all right. Yesterday morning's col- 
umn was about the Fourth War Loan, too. Don't 
ask why this fellow can't dig up a new topic, He 
could, But he refuses, This Fourth War Loan 
business is so important it just can’t be overdone on any angle. 


In fact, come to think of it, it would probably be a good idea 
to have some reference, brief or otherwise, to the Fourth War Loan 
in every column in this place between now and February 15, the 
day which has been set as deadline in the national campaign to 
sell 14 billion dollars’ worth of extra war bonds, So, unless we 
overlook it, don't be surprised to see war bonds referred to every 
day. If you want to argue that it is monotonous or boring or 
something, my only rebuttal shall be a reminder that days spent 
in the dirt and blood and noise of the front line of battle are apt to 
acquire a certain tinge of boring monotony for your sons and hus- 
bands and brothers and dads overseas. 


YEAR OF VICTORY This is 1944, the year which can, if we 

will it and if we give and work and strive 
for it, be the year of victory in Europe, at least. We have heen 
told that by General Ike Eisenhower, and who should be in better 
position to know? 


Victory is a result that eventuates as the perfect pattern from 
a myriad of threads. Fach of us is responsible for one thread. We 
cannot glimpse the pattern as it forms in beauty, because we work 
from the underside of the loom, and all we see is the confusion and 
the tangle of the varicolored material. 


There are the blood threads which are worked into place by the 
men in uniform, those whose blood may have to spill before the 
victory pattern is perfected. There are the golden threads of the 
mothers and the wives whose blue service stars will turn to stars 
of everlasting gold before the pattern is finished. 


There are the drabber colors, those background threads which 
we who work in essential wartime jobs must weave. Sometimes 
we grow weary of the apparent dullness of the individual threads 
we hold, but they are as essential to the complete picture as are 
all. the brighter colors. There must be the background, or there 
could be no composition at all, 

And, interwoven with the woof of all the threads of service. of 
sacrifice, of courage and heroism and constancy, there are the other 
threads, the warp of the giving. It is the warp of glad and proud 
giving to the nation which has given us so much. It is the giving of 
possessions that we would never have had, if the nation had not 
first given us security and freedom and rights of the individual in 
a democracy. 


It is the giving that shall make all else secure. It is the giving 
of a little, in order that the great possessions shall be safe. 


It would be but the giving of a little if it involved every dollar, 
every personal, material possession we have. For the things we 
would safeguard, the freedom, the rights, the way of life, are beyond 
computation in material scales of value. 


BONDS ARE THREADS But, look more closely, and you will 

see threads that, though superfi- 
They are 
threads of lending. 

There is one for each of us. The thread we weave in to the 
pattern when we lend, to our government, the dollars which, in due 
time, shall come back to us bringing more dollars with them. The 
$75 loans, which will return as $100. The $3,750 loans that will 
grow into $5,000. And the $18.75 which will be $25 when they 
come back 10 years hence. 

These, as are the threads of work, are not so bright, so notice- 
able in the pattern, perhaps. But they, likewise, are essential. 
There is a thread for each one of us, young and old, rich and poor. 
A thread that we must join into the whole, if the victory pattern is 
to be woven in 1944. 

So, let us take those threads, every one of them, let each take its 
proper place among the whole, let each contribute its share, great 
or small, to the perfect picture which shall result. 

And we who see, today, only the confused, tangled underside of 
the weave, shali, if we leave no threads unused, some day see the 
side which reveals the picture of victory, the radiant picture which 
shall set our hearts aflame with joy renewed. 

Let there be, we pray, no tiny faults, no holes, no missing 
threads to mar that final picture of victory nor to delay its unveiling. 

The Fourth War Loan is on, to run through February 15. fi 
will be a complete segment of the full picture. There is a bond, a 
thread for you to hold which, if you do not secure it, will mean an 
imperfection in the pattern we would weave.

Can Only Guess 

But it is possible to simplify the 
law and the return, and this should 
be done right away because it is 
no exaggeration to say that as 
matters stand right now nobody 
understands the business of reck- 
oning a tax and the best authori- 
ties just guess. It is certainly a 
bad law which compels the citizen 
to appeal to a lawyer or account- 
ant to untangle the idiotic confu- 
sion of its language or waste time 
from his work to go into a huddle 
with a Treasury agent who doesn’t 
really understand it himself but 
goes by arbitrary interpretations 
from above, It is a bad law, too, 
which suddenly tags a citizen for 
a sum payable in one year equal 
to his entire income for that year 
or exceeding it; but that, too, is a 
little way off the point of today’s 
essay. 

The taxpayer with a fixed in- 
come certainly has a right to know 
how much he is going to owe for 
the current year so that he can 
adjust his living expenses and oth- 
er commitments and earmark the 
tax money as he goes along.

Reynolds Stole Show 
At Jackson Day Dinner 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—History repeated 
itself at the Jackson Day dinner of the Demo- 
cratic party here the other night when a news 
paperman, Quentin Reynolds, noted war corre. 
spondent for Collier's magaine, stole the show over other top-line 
speakers who had been billed as the main attraction of the evening. 

The Democrats, meeting in their great quadrennial banquet which 
ordinarily is held for the purpose of trotting out candidates for the 
presidential nomination, had tisted Vice President Wallace, Speaker 
of the House Rayburn, Postmaster General Walker and the new 
national party chairman, Robert L. Hannegan, as the principal 
speakers of the occasion. 

To give the program some variation, Mr. Reynolds was set down 
for a nonpolitical speech. What he said, much to the surprise of 
his listeners, turned out to be the most effective political speech 
of them all. He all but swept his auctience off its feet, and so force 
ful were his remarks that plans are already afoot for launching him 
as one of the leading Democratic orators of the forthcoming cam- 

aign. 

. The Reynolds speech came too late in the evening for it to be 
given its proper place in news dispatches covering the Jackson Day 
dinner. Had it come earlier on the program, there can be little doubt 
that it would have commanded prior attention—perhaps made the 
lead of the story.

What we have accom- 
plished in the brief space of two years toward preparing for the 
crucial test now upon us is a source of the greatest pride to Ameri- 
cans abroad and of infinite satisfaction on the part of our allies. 

America, which was the industrial miracle of the world in peace- 
times, has performed another miracle in the vast quantity of arms 
and munitions and ships which are being turned out for the prose- 
cution of the war, he reminded. 

Telling of his close contacts with American armed forces in Eng- 
land, in Africa, in Sicily, Italy, the Middle East and in the Pacific, 
he said there were no better trained men in all the world—no finer 
soldiers. Our equipment, even down to the small emergency kits 
with their morphine tablets and package of cigarets which our men 
carry in the field, is far superior to anything any other nation has 
been able to provide for its fighting forces. 

These things, plus the smoothness with which our operations 
have gone off on land, in the air, on the sea, should be convincing 
proof to anyone that someone in the United States has done a re 
markable job in preparing the country for the great ordeal that hag

DIVIDE GERMANY? 

One of the rumors now abroad 
has the advantage of exactitude. 
According to this, Mr. Stalin, Mr. 
Churchill, and Mr. Roosevelt 
agreed to a division of Germany, 
into five separate and independ- 
ent states. These would be: A 
greatly reduced Prussia, includ- 
ing Bradenburg, those parts of 
Pommerania and Silesia not going 
to Poland, and Mecklenburg, with 
the capital Berlin. This state and 
this alone would be occupied by 
Russia. The other four to be oc- 
cupied by Anglo-American troops 
—would be Hansa, the North Sea 
districts plu$ Hanover; Rhine- 
lands, Rhenish Prussia, Saar and 
Westphalia; Central Germany, 
composed of Saxonia, Thuringia, 
and northern Bavaria; and South- 
ern—South Bavaria, Wurttem- 
berg, and Baden. 

In this proposal there is even 
supposed to be, from the western 
side, a thought of clemency. The 
division of the Reich would, it is 
presumed, remove any future 
menace from Germany and thus 
enable us to be more lenient in 
respect of Nazi criminals and 
reparations. 

I have reason to discuss this in 
earnest. For if any such idea has 
crossed the minds of the arbiters 
of Europe’s destiny, I fear they 
will find the results to be quite 
other than they think. 

It requires far more than a 
short column to develop the pros- 
pects of the consequences of such 
a peace, and I shall have to take 
it up again. But I welcome this 
“rumor,” since it confronts the 
public with a “plan” that can be 
discussed. That division has at 
least been contemplated, is well 
known to everyone. 
OBJECTIONS 

The objections—all of which 
need amplifying—to this idea, are 
the following: 

1—There will be no popular 
Support, anywhere in non-Nazi 
Germany for this plan. It will be 
opposed by every democratic 
force. It will have to rest on 
Quisling governments, motivated 
by personal considerations of 
power, and resting on Anglo- 
American and Russian bayonets. 

2—It will therefore be impos- 
sible to establish democratic, pop- 
ular governments. These separate 
regimes will have to maintain 
themselves by force, and suppress 
all free speech and free discus- 
sion. 

3—It will conserve and re-create 
German supernationalism, and 
lead to underground movements,

War Food Administrator Marvin 
Jones today announced the mini- 
mum levels at which the govern- 
ment proposes to support producer 
prices of more than 30 farm com- 
modities under a 1944 production 
program calling for a record out- 
put. 

Under present price contro! polli- 
cies, the support program would 
cost the government between 
$600,000,000 and $800,000,000, the 
fina] amount depending on volume 
of production. 

The cost would be incurred in 
assuring farmers returns in ex- 
cess of OPA ceilings on some 
crops. 

SUBJECT TO ACTION 


Jones emphasized that the sup 
port program was subject to “ac- 
tion of congress making provision 
for carrying out the support prices 
and will not be effective unless 
such provision is made.” He said 
administration leaders in congress 
had assured him there was no 
strong opposition to the support 
prices as such. 

However, a powerful anti-sub- 
sidy bloc is fighting a request of 
President Roosevelt that the 
WFA’s Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration be allowed to assume the 
cost of the price support program. 
It is insisting that the OPA put 
its ceiling prices in line with the 
farm support prices. 

Commodities 
supported at levels above OPA 
ceilings include the vegetable oil 
crops (peanuts, soybeans and 
flaxseed), vegetables for process- 
ing. sugar, ‘dry beans, cheddar 
cheese, some fruits for processing, 
some fruit juices, and peanut but- 
ter 

The new support program, 
which is designed to assure farm- 
ers returns in line with wartime 
production costs and hence to en- 
courage maximum production, fol-

lar program last year. 

Slight increases were proposed 
for a number of commodities, in- 
cluding corn, wheat, cotton, pea- 
nuts. sovbeans, flaxseed, sugar 
beets. sugar cane, swect potatoes, 
barley, and grain sorghums.

Medical Facts Often Evaded 


By Dr. William Brady. 


A life insurance company tells 
the credulous public that “the 
germ that causes most cases of 
pneumonia is a skillful hunter, 
preferring the cold winter months 
when people are less able to ward 
of his attacks . . enjoys good 
hunting in stormy weather, stalk- 
ing people who aren't dressed 
warmly, or whose clothing or 


shoes are soaked,” and so on. 

There is no scientific evidence 
that pneumonia is more likely to 
attack a person who dresses as 
lightly as he or she pleases in 
any weather. Nor is there any 
evidence that wet clothing or wet 
shoes make any one more likely to 
have pneumonia, 

“Sometimes Pneumococcus 
strikes people who are in excel- 
lent physical condition” the insur- 
ance company’s oracle tells the 
world, but the oracle does not ex- 
plain how he or any physician 
can tell whether an individual is 
in such “excellent physical condi- 
tion’’—it’s just a nice sort of thing 
to say, you know. “But he real- 
ly goes to work with glee’—now 
of course the oracle who makes 
up these pieces doesn’t imagine a 
pneumonia germ feels any emotion 


or other concern, but they figure 


dumb laymen wouldn't under- 
stand the thing at all without a 
touch ,of drama—“on someone 
whose resistance has been weak- 
ened—perhaps through overwork, 
poor nutrition, or insufficient ex- 


ercises.” 

No medical authority, no health 
authority has educed any scientif- 
ic or clinical evidence that over- 
work, poor nutrition or insuffi- 
cient exercise has anything to do 
with anyone’s immunity to or sus- 
ceptibility to pneumonia. The 
insurance company is foxy enough 
to use the term “resistance” 
—knowing nobody can define it, 
demonstrate it or measure it, and 
to avoid using the term “immuni- 
ty”, for a physician can determine 
by specific test in at least some 
instances whether the individual 
has immunity, say against diphthe- 
ria—and incidentally no responsi- 
ble physician or health authority 
today would dare to suggest that 
overwork, poor nutrition or insuf- 
ficient exercise has anything to do 
with anyone’s immunity to diph- 
theria. 

There were darn sight better 
pictures of stormy weather and ex- 
posure and gleeful disease germs 
printed in Old Doctor Horsefeath- 
er’s Alamanacs 50 years ago.

A Scientific Game sports in general when Maurice 
Bloch, Selma, Ala., capitalist and sportsman, suggested that, of all 
American games, the most scientific is baseball. 

Far! Mann said he would agree to that thought without the least 
equivocation and not for anyone to get the impression he thought 
so because he was in baseball. 

Maurice Bloch, who took a couple of days off from his 
duties as chairman of Selma's fourth war loan drive to come 
here for an eye examination, explained his point. 

“Within half a second after the ball leaves a pitcher's 
hand—and the pitcher only 60 feet 6 inches away—the batter 
must make up his mind whether it is high, low, wide, inside 
or good enough to hit. Now, to my way of thinking, that 
requires the top in co-ordination,” Bloch said. 

“Yes. and what about that pitcher? In throwing a bender or 
a fast ball, he must keep it in a certain spot and make it go across 
a plate that’s only 16 inches wide. That requires infinite skill,” 
Ear! Mann interrupted. 

Paul Sanford, Cracker secretary, who was bruising a couple of 
pecans, nodded approvingly. 

Bloch carried on. “Nothing in sports requires faster think- 
ing or greater ability than the work of an inflelder, particu- 
larly a shortstop. He must make up his mind in a split 
second and complete the play.” 

And baseball, of course, is a game that requires long partici- 
pation for excellénce. That is, beginning with the teen-age boy. 
1 don’t know of any case on record where any adult took up base- 
ball and made a success of it as a player. 


Bloch’s interest in baseball is both aca- 
Suggests Cuba demic and monetary. He is owner of the 
Selma baseball club of the Southeastern League, which will not 
resume play until after the war. 

Bloch and the Southeastern League once had plans for a South- 
ern International league. This was back in 1927 and 1928—just 
before the big crash. 

The plans called for two teams in Cuba, and the better 
towns of the Southeastern League. It would have been a 
terrific Class B league. ' 

Players would have been flown back and forth. (Later 
this resulted in baseball ruling that a player could not be 
forced to fly.) 

Anyway, plans went so far as for a delegation form the South- 
eastern League to visit Havana, The president met them and liked 
the plan. But there was a big owner in Havana who opposed the 
affiliation, and he killed it. 

The venture would have been ended by the Florida crash a year 
or so later. 

But Bloch still thinks it is a good idea. 

“I believe in all this postwar planning for baseball, it would be 
smart to include Cuba. You could get two good teams over there— 
from Havana and possibly Matanzas—and they could form a league 
with ail-Florida towns, such as Miami, Jacksonville, Orlando and 
Tampa. It would go.” 

Mann, who just recently returned from a scouting expe- 
dition in the islands, was in accord with the thought. 

Cubans love their baseball. 

“Only thing, Judge Landis might not like all the betting,” 
Mann pointed out. “They go around in the stands waving a 
fist full of folding money and will bet on anything.” 

It was then Bloch ended the discussion by suggesting it might 
be better to install parimutue! machines, so as to conduct the bet- 
ting on a more dignified basis.
